AUTO HUNG HIGH IN AIR.

ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 27.—Robert 
Woods Bliss, Second Secretary of the

New York and Putnam Railroad, and is 
owned by the New York Central system, 
the New York Loan and Improvement 
Company, the Lincoln National Bank, and 
Artemus H. Holmes. The case has been 
pending in the courts for years. 

On Dee. 1892, a judgment of fore- 
closure was! entered directing that there 
was due the plaintiff $3,453,511.11, and 
that the property be sold by Edward 
Clark as referee. On Dec. 28, 1893, the 
Northern Company was sold to J. P. 
Morgan, J. Hood Wright, and Charles 
Coster for $1,000,000. Ifteen days later 
the road was conveyed to the New York 
and Putnam Company and later the New 
York Central absorbed it. On June 1, 
1897, the New York Central Company 
ave a mortgage to the Central Trust 
Soupeny covering all ite Boob a to se- 
cure the issue of $100,000, worth of 
bonds. Justice Gaynor finds that the 
mortgage was made in accordance with 
the rights of the Northern Railway Com- 
pany, and the bonds issued under the 
mortgage were for a consideration and are 
obligations of the New York and North- 
ern Railway Company.

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STRIKE MAY TIE UP. 
ALL BUILDING TO-DAY 


Sixteen Thousand lronworkers 
Threaten to Walk Out. 


STRIKE BREAKERS AT WORK 


Non-Union Men Marched to Post & 
McCord Jobs Under Guard Yester- 
day—May Reach Other Cities. 


Sixteen thousand men, members of the 
Bridge and Struetural Iron Workers and 
Hobsesmiths’ Union of this city, may go 
on strike this morning, as a result of the 
eiforts on the part of Post & McCord to 
force an open-shop plan on three of the 


thirty buildings they are erecting. These | 


siructures are the Altman Building, Fifth 
Avenue, between Thirty-fourth and 
Thirty-fifth Streets; a building at Thirty- 
seventh Street and Eleventh Avenue, and 
ene at Forty-fourth Street and Fifth 
Avenue. If the men do go out the strike 
may spread throughout the United States. 

Post & McCord put 300 strike breakers 
to work on the.three buildings yesterday. 
The non-union men were quartered in a 
new building in Fourteenth Street, be- 
tween Ninth and Tenth Avenues, which 
is being put up for the American Tin 
Can Company. When the whistles blew 
at 7 o'clock the. men‘were escorted under 
guard to the three buildings and imme- 
diately put to work. The union brick- 
layers, “hoisting engineers, and derrick- 
men worked with the non-union men yes- 
terday because they had received no or- 
ders to the contrary, but to-day if the 
non-union men are not taken off the jobs 


a@ general strike of ironworkers probably 
will be decilarea. 

The firm of Post & McCord has the 
backing of the Employers’. Association 
of which Mr. McCord is President, an 
if the strike goes on to-day it is probable 
that every member of the association will 
stang by the firm and work on every 
building in the city will be tied up. 

There has never: been a time in this 
city When so many skyscrapers were being 
put up, and if the members of the Bridge 
and Structural Iron Workers and House- 
smiths’ Union drop their tools to-day, 
16,000 members at -work on the fifty-odd 
big buildings will begin the strike, All 
the other building trades in the city will 
be affected, and it is probable that if 
there is a general strike of all the trades, 
about 200,000 men will go out. 

President F. M. Ryan of the Bridge and 
Iron Workers’ Union says he feels 
certain that there are not 16,000 iron- 
workers in this city to take the places of 
the uncon men in. the event of a strike, 
and this fact gives him hope that Post & 
McCord and the Employers’ Association 
will not dare force the matter to an issue. 
It is’not known, however, whether the 
matter of importing workmen from other 
cities has been considered. Ryan said 
that Post & McCord knew there 
enough men in the city to take the places 
of all 
why the firm appealed to Commissioner 
McAdoo for protection for the non-union 
men set to work yesterday. 

Yesterday Ryan was in communication 
with .the. headquarters of the Inierna- 
tional Union in Cleveland, where the Ex- 
ecutive Committee is sitting, reporting 
to the members of that committee the 
oytlook and developments. Last night 
he presided over a meeting of all the 
heads of the local unions of his craft, 
held ‘at Forty-fifth Street and Third Ave- 
nue. 

The union plumbers, steamfitters, car- 
penters, tile layers, and all the other 
crafts doing work on the buildings in the 
city will be affected sooner or later. As 
s00n as, a non-union ironworker reaches 
the floor where they’ are at work they 
will’ be compelled to drop their tools in 
sympathy witn the union iroitworkers.

BELMONT TUNNEL PROTEST. 


City Club Asks Mayor to Hold Up 
Work, Pending Franchise Test. 


Demanding that the city put an imme- 
diate stop to the construction work of 
the Belmont interests on the Steinway 
tunnel until the validity of the franchise 
has been passed on by the courts, the 
City Club made public last night a letter 
which it had sent to Mayor McClellan, 
calling on him to make the test.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—The Supreme 
Court of the United States to-day af- 
firmed the decision of the United States 
District Court of Vermont in the case of 
Mrs. Mary Mabel Rogers, who is under 
séntence of death in Vermont for the mur- 


der of her husband. ; 

The opinion concluded with an order 
that the mandate Issue at once.

~ ENDED BY OVERWORK 


His Physicians Say Composer 
Will Write No More Music. 


NERVOUS SYSTEM SHATTERED 


Is Only Forty-three Years Old and 
Rated Among the Greatest Com- 
posers of His Day. 


According to Hamlin Garland, the au- 
thor, Edward Alexander MacDowell, the 
composer, who for more than éight years 
held the Chair of Music at Columbia Uni- 
versity, is suffering from profound nerv- 
©Us prostration, brought on by insomnia 
and overwork. He has been ill since last 
March, and so critical is his condition 
now that his physicians fear he will never 
be entirely himself again. 


This is the statement Mr. Garland made | 


yesterday: 

“The crash came suddenly last March 
at the close of a very busy Winter and 
his physicians advised immediate return 


to the country, and, above all, absolute | 


rest, believing that he would soon be re- 
stored to his usual good health, In this 
they and all his friends have been disap- 
pointed. He has grown steadily 
and his medical a@Visers now take a very 
serious view of his case. They say he 
may possibly recover some part of his 
physical vigor, but that he will never 
compose again. As one eminent special- 
ist said, ‘It is a case of an oversensitive,

“His spotless purity of life and the 
icfty standards which he always upheld 
have been an inspiration to all who cnow 
him intimately. It is a tragic thing to 
speak of him as though his active life 
were done, but so it seems we must now 
do, unless some miraculous and unexpect- 
ed change takes place. There is this 
small. measure of consolation to 
who love him: He is entirely free from 
ee or physical pain and quite cheer- 
ul. 

Mr. MacDowell, who is of Scotch 
scent, was born in New Ycrk City, where 
he began the study of the piano when he 
Was very yourg. He was at one time 2 
pupil of Teresa Carreno. When he was 
15 years old he went to Paris, and after 
two years’ study there entered the Con- 
servyetoire. He was a pupil of Marmontel 
in piano and of Savard in theory. This

Went to Wiesbaden, where he studied 
under Louis Ecklert, and thence to Darm- 
stadt, where he accepted the position of 
first piano teacher tn the conservatory.

American Consular Reports Show 


Owing to the fact that the clerks mak- 
| ine up the lists of the contributions re- 
| ceived for the relief of the sufferers from 
Russian massacres have a half-holiday on 
| Saturday, and that no work is done on 
Sunday in making up the lists, the contri- 
butions given herewith represent only 
about one-third of those received up to 
noon yesterday. In order to furnish a 
daily list, however, the work was com- 
pleted as far as possible, and shows but 
| $16,000. 

The total of cash now in hand is nearly 
| $000,000, and the additional contributions 
not yet announced bring the total well 
| over $1,000,000. 

The committee, at an executive meet- 
ing yesterday in Mr. Schiff’s office, de- 
| cided to use its utmost endeavors to in- 
spire the country with the idea that there 
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must be no let up in the contributions, 
the conditions being far worse than was 
supposed when it was decided to raise 
$1,909,000.

Count WITTE is reported to regard the 
outbreak at Sevastopol as “the most 
serious event of the entire revolution- 
ary movement.” No wonder. The Rus- 
sian “institution” rests upon a basis, 
na@ in the least of the “‘ consent of the 
governed,” but theoretically upon a 
basis of some blasphemous nonsense of 
“divine right,” and practically upon 
a basis of mere force.

TWO SORTS OF FARMERS. 
Canadian farmers are less docile than 
American. From time immemorial our 
farmers have been satisfied, or rather 
proud, to buy in the dearest civilized 
market and sell in competition with 
the world. But the Canadian farmers 
are attending the Dominion tariff hear- 
ings and protesting against the protec- 
tion which the manufacturers demand. 
If that sort of thing is possible at this 
early stage of the Canadian tariff 
propaganda, there is little chance of 
the Doniinion tariff ever acquiring 
that sacrosanct character which de- 
fends our own against irreverent as- 
sailants.

The -agftation for the betterment. of 
football or its abo:ition is very evidently 
taking hold of so many that some ef- 
fective reforms must be suggested if the 
game is to survive. The proposals made 
by the University of Pennsylvania, inspired 
by. Dr. J. William White’s recent vis- 
it to ‘President Roosevelt to discuss the 
subject, are but a step in the direction 
indicated, and do not assume to cover 
the whole ground. On the score of eli- 
gibility they seem to be effective, since 
the principal. objection to be overcome is 

- the participation in athletics of men who 
are not bona fide students and who are 
imported for athletic purposes and re- 
ceive remuneration therefor. 

The proposal to require all students to 
attend their university a year and pass ex- 
aminations on one year’s work, restricting 
as it does all freshmen, will reduce the 
firuportation evil as much as it can well 
be controlled. The skill of a player would 
have to be great indeed to make it worth 
While to have him spend one year with- 
out participation in order to have him 
play three years on a team. It would 
pay better to devote the time to the de- 
velopment of the men at hand. It has 
other advantages, since it recognizes the 
centention that the excitement of ath- 
letics is too great a distraction to the man 
who ts in ‘his first college year. It also 
will be beneficial in preventing young boys 
who have aot reached their full develop- 
ment from being pitted against stronge> 
men, when they are unfitted to meet the 
strain. 

Th. professionalism regulation is, not 
new, and the discretionary provision 
which*saves one who has committed an 
offense either inadvertently or ignorantly 
in his youth fro6m permanent proscription 
seems logical and reasonable if the discre- 
tionary power is honestly exercised. 

The change in the four-year regulation 
seems fair ulso, since it considers it in- 
equitable to rule a man out for a whole 
year for a participation in a single game, 
as has bee jone in the past. but its suc- 
cess likewise depends on its honest appli- 
cation. 

The right to disqualify a student- who 
Q@uewers all the requirements, but whose 
particination may for any reason be 70n- 
sidered prejudicial to the best interésts of 
the college, is along the lines of suggest< 
ed increases of power in all bodies which 
determine eligibility questions. Honor, 
ax it should 9e, receives the. widest. scope 
in these “‘ gentlemen's agreements.” 

As for the playing reforms suggested, 
they are effective, but do not cover the 
whole question. All lovers of' football 
agree that first of all’ the abuses muet 
be legislated against. These it covers. 
The increase of the penalty against un- 
necessary roughness to twenty-five yards’ 
loss is sensible, and inclusion of ‘‘ the use 
of the open hand or elbow” desirable 
The disqualification for cause and the 


proposal not to permit a substitute during 


the remainder of the half would be ef- 
fective. The suggestion that a second 
disqualification shouid be punished by dis- 
qualification for the season i 


tionable in that it does not go far enough 
It seems as though the penalty should pe 
permanent disqualification. 

The question of eliminating the liabil- 
ity to injury is not touched unon except 
ir the statement that the coaches say 
that nine-tenths ofthe injuries are not 
‘the result of mass plays but of open play. 
This fact is well known to every player 
in the game, but it is difficult to con- 
vince an onlooker that it is so. There 
can be no sense—every player knows— 
in- restricting mass p!ays further., How 
to limit open play so that injuries be re- 
duced is a mighty hard proposition. Most 
of the injuries come from low, hard 
tackles. It might be worth while con- 
sidering returning to the old plan of pro- 
Libiting: tackling below the waist. The 
objection to it from the standpvint of the 
game is that it would make ground much 
eerier to gain, which could only be met 
by requiring a longer distance to be 
gained.

'€ollege Presidents Denounce 
Game and Demand Changes. 


CRISIS. OF SPORT AT HAND 


Rules Committee Is Blamed for Its 
Failure to Heed Previous Warn-

Ings of Dangers Incurred. 


The present agitation against college 
football seems likely to lead to either a 


| complete revision of the playing rules or | 


the abolition of the game. The utterances 
of college Presidents throughout the 
country all favor a’ radical departure of 
some sort from the game now played, and 
many advocate the abandonment of the 
sport. These are unmeasured in their de- 
nunciation of gridiron contests. The death 
of HaroldMoore of ‘Union College in the 
game with New -York University on Sat- 
urday and the serious injury of Capt. 
Hurley of Harvard and Douglas Carter 
of Columbia have precipitated the crisis. 
Unless the Rules Committee’ yields to the 
| public clamor and devises effective means 
to make .the game less dangerous to 
particpants many universities will ‘cer- 
tainly abandon it 

Chancellor MacCracken of New York 
| University, in addressing the studénts 
| yesterday, urged the abolition of -the 
game. He set forth three reasons .wny 
the sport as at present conducted should 
not be tolerated’ longer. He said it was 
homicidal, exalted bulk and brawn over 
brains, and emphasized money-making 
unduly. It was the general impression 
of the students who heard his arraign- 
ment that the last game of football had 
been played at the university. The ¢an- 


| cellation of the sophomore-freshman con- 
test further tended to support this belief. 

Chancellor MacCracken has received as 
yet no reply to his telegram to President 
Eliot of Harvard suggesting a meeting of 
the college Presidents ta modify or abol- 
ish the game. In his address to the stu- 
dents he said: 

‘* Speaking at present for myself only, but 
knowing that our committee on student or- 

ganizations and our physical director are of 
like mind, I urge the abolition of football or 
such a thorough change of the game as to 
"mae or greatly diminish its three chief 
eviis. 

‘* Eirst—Itg homicidal: feature. 
nized by every one that fatal accidents may 
come in any form of gymnastics, but in no 
game, not even in the German student duels, 
has homicide become a characteristic, except 
in American football. Under homicide I class 
those subtle injuries to the physical organs 
that doom many students to such. a crippled 
existence that by the side of them the death 
of young Harold Moore is a happy release 
from defect and suffering. 

** Second—The exaltation of bulk and brawn 
jover brains. Every one knows that weight has 
i become a requisite for the strong teams in 
football. A band of football players falls in 
this respect below the band of gladiators in 
jthe coliseum, In elther contest there is a de- 
}mand for skill, courage, training, and science. 
For the football contest bulk and brawn are 
valued as they never were from gladiators. 
This makes it the game of the very few among 
the student body, and, scandal persistently af- 
firms, the game of the professional and of the 
almost bully . 

‘* Third—The exaltation of money making as a 
characteristic of the. college game is, if possi- 
ble, a worse evil. Suppose that we should hear 
to-morrow that the great universities of Ger- 
many had decided to permit the student corps 
to fight their duels before grand stands full of 
spéctators in Berlin or Vienna for $2 admis- 
sion per head! Would it not degrade them at 
once from their high esteem? Je Americans 
are so mad with" money getting that we are 
Oblivious to the sordid’: characteristics that 
have fastened themselves on our football ath- 
letics. It is surely possible to make the earn- 
ing of dollars by university students less nec- 
essary and less possible. 

‘The working out of the problem before us 
requires the best athletic brains and the best 
administrative brains of our universities. The 
next step must be*a conference of colleges 
resolved upon either. the reform or the aboii- 
tion of football. The corporation of New 
York University has Ween tallied for day after 
to-morrow to hear a memorial from the Fac- 
ulty authorities on this matter. That meet- 
ing is likely to determine the athietic policy 
of the university 

President Butler of Columbia is among 
those who desire radical changes in the 
present conditions. When seen yester- 
day President Butler said that he was 
not ready to make any statement for 
publication as yet. When shown the ar- 
raignment of the game by Francis S. 
Bangs, Chairman of the University Com- 
mittee on Athletics, he said he approved 

(of the views expressed. President Butler 
| said the continuance of the game at Co- 
i/lumbia rested with the University Com- 
mittee on Student Organizations, con- 
sisting of Profs. Herbert G. Lord, Chair- 
man; George C. D. Odell, and Henry B. 
Mitchell. 

Francis §S. Bangs, whose views Presi- 
|} dent Butler approved, said the game as 
now played is brutal and abominable. He 
blames the Rules Committee for the pres- 
jent situation by its failure to heed public 
| demands for rule changes. He calls the 
|}committee ‘“ self-perpetuating, irrespon- 
sible, impervious to public opinion, and 
culpable,”’ and says: ‘I would not trust 
the reformation of the game to it.” 

Among other things he said: ‘‘ I cannot 
speak officially for the committee, but 
for myself I can say positively that foot- 
‘ball under existing rules and prevailing 
practices is brutal and abominable, and if 
‘the further playing of the game depended 
/ on my word I would stop it. It should be 
|}a game calling for a high degree of skill, 
j alertness, courage, and manliness, but it 
{has come to be nothing more than per- 
sonal collision at high speed of a number 
i of young men of powerful physique, with 
'the result that even in practice broken 
| arms, legs, noses, and heads result, and 
| oth@r physical and lasting injuries are of 
!almost common daily occurrence. To this 
is to be added the vicious personal an- 
|tagonism often aroused and frequently 
provoked in the course of 
games between opposing college teams. 

‘“‘ All of this is reprehensible, but it can 
| be curtatiled if coaches and Captains so 
|; choose. The game is played under rules 
| formulated by a committee called together 
several years ago by the now defunct 
| University Athletic Club of New York 
| City. It has been self-perpetuating, irre- 
|; sponsible, impervious to public opinion, 
| and culpable in refusing to heed the un- 
|} necessarily dangerous character of the 
game. For foul play, and by this I mean 
not only those acts and practices which 
spectators plainly see, but the acts and 
practices which the public does not see 
and does not know, but which the players 
know well, some of the Rules Committee 
may be held directly responsible, because 
they have been in close daily touch with 
the teams and the universities during the 
training season and must have been per- 
fectly aware of what has been planned 
and done, 

‘“Agninst putting the members of the 
|} other teams ‘ out of business’ in a game, 
against making athletics a business for 
members of their own teams, and against 
| undergraduate graft in athletics that hag 
| sprung. from the Anes ty | influence of 
football money, they have lifted no pro- 
testing voice. 

“The cure for the evil does not lie In new 
or amended eligibility rules. An eligible 
man may smash a nose or crack a skull 
in a scrimmage. Football decently played 
should be the best of eames for young 
‘men. It can be made and kept so, but the 
| brutality which the rules require, and the 
‘cowardly slugging in the midst of a 
scrimmage which would not occur if de- 
tection were not known to be impossible, 
must be dane away. 

‘““I would not intrust the reformation 
of the game to the present Rules Com- 
mittee.

New York Y. C. Accepts Royal Gift 
with Resolutions of Thanks for 
King’s Interest. 


King Edward has offered a cup to Amer- 
ican yachtsmen to be contested for an- 
nually in American waters as a perpetual 
challenge trophy. He has tendered the 
gift to the New York Yacht Club, which 
has accepted it with suitable resolutions | 
of thanks for the royal honor and ex- 
pressions of appreciation for what his 
Majesty's interest in the sport has done | 
for yachting. | 

The conditions of the gift stipulate that | 
jit be sailed for at a time and place suit- | 
| able to the holding club, but mentions a | 
preference for Newport during the annual 
|crulse of the New York Yacht Club. The | 
existing rules of that club are to govern | 
j the contests, but they are to be sailed | 
without time limit. | 

Both single-masted and schooner-rigged 
vessels are eligible to compete, but are re- 
stricted in the first case to a minimum of 
fifty feet water line length and in the 
latter to a sixty-foot minimum.’ Contests | 
for the trophy are to begin next Summer 
and continue annually thereafter. 

The cup is given in appreciation of the 
sportsmanship of the American yachts- 
men, and while not an_ international 
trophy, will take rank with the America's !
